A JOURNEY IN 
WINTER’S W1NDERNESS

A motor car journey in winter is often ventursome and 
sometimes 
hazardous, 
but it affords views of the 
countryside not visible in gentler seasons. 
Stripped of foliage and summer’s green carpet, the 
landscape is revealed more realistically — perhaps more 
harshly — to the winter traveler. Trees in woodlands and 
along icy streams are black blotches, feathering to gray at 
the top.

FRONT AND BACK COURT 


A team ’s back court includes its opponent's basket and inbounds 
part of the backboard and the division line. 
A team s front court 
is* between its end line and the division line, including the goal and 
the inbounds part of the backboard and they are designated as the 
mid^ourt, and fore court 


Al, during a throw-in, passes the ball to A2 in front court—A2 muffs 
ball and it goes to back court. No violation for A2 to recover the ball. 


The ball is thrown from behind No. 4’s back court end line across 
his front end line. 
This is a throw-in violation by No. 4. 
The op­ 
ponent will get the ball at the spot where No. 4 is. 
The ball becomes 
alive and the clock starts when the ball touches a player on the court. 


The division line is m me oacK court. 
In (A) the ball remains in the back court even though the player 
touches the ball to the floor in the front court. This is not a viola­ 
tion. 
In (B) when the player, while standing in the back court, bounces 
the ball in the front court and it touches him again while he is 
still in the back court; this is a violation. 


In (B) the player with his pivot foot in the back court can pivot into 
front and back courts without committing a violation. 
In (C) the player uses his front foot or left foot as his pivot foot and 
pivots into front court. If he now touches back court it is a violation.

THE CASE FOR THE RAILROADS 
O ut of all forms of transportation, only the railroads 
own, maintain and pay taxes on the right of way over 
which they oi>erate. Railroad industry investment in its 
right-of-way is estim ated to be over $17 billion. The 
railroads annually spend approxim ately $1.3 billion to 
maintain the roadbed and right-of-way. Taxing districts 
of several k*vels of governm ent collect property taxes of 
approximately $3 million annually. 
So now we should cite the difference from other forms 
of transportation. 
The airports used by the airlines are owned by 
municipalities, states and other governm ent entities, and 
with rare exceptions the real property is withdrawn from 
the tax rolls and contributes nothing to the support of 
government or the several taxing districts. To lie sure, the 
scheduled air carriers pay landing fees and other charges 
to municipal airport managers, but they have been spared 
the necessity of investing their dollars in real estate. 
I he freeway and highway rights-of-way over which 
buses and trucks operate are governm ent owned and 
governm ent maintained. The real estate is withdrawn 
from taxation and contributes nothing to the support of 
governm ent or the several taxi districts. To be sure, bus«»», 
trucks and all m otor vehicles except those own«*! by 
governm ent pay license fees and us«»r gasoline taxes.
